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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's Affidavits have been entered and 
have been considered, but are not persuasive. While the purpose of the Affidavits is to clarify the term "headlines" the addition of 
evidence defining "headlined by mechanical property requirements, specifically the "rigidity of the headliner," where such definition or 
support was not in the disclosure as originally filed, improperly adds limitations to the claims. As noted in the Advisory Action of July 24, 
2006, absent a clear definition in the specification of "headliner," Examiner relied on Webster's Ninth New Collegiate Dictionary for the 
definition of "headliner" which, according to the Dictionary, is "the fabric covering the inside roof of an automobile." The term "headliner" 
does not imply mechanical property requirements, specifically rigidity. 
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
